REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF POLICE 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Provincetown Police Department, 
for the year of 1974. 

Since the implementation of our new filing system, we are able to show a 
greater variety of criminal statistics. This system went into effect on July 1, 
1974, and you will note that most of our categories are for a six month period. 

As a result of the conscientious work on the part of the men, plus the 
diligence practiced by the prosecuting section of our department, we have 
achieved an 85.4% ratio of guilty findings in the Second District Court, since 
July list. 

Our canine division is still in operation. The dogs are on active patrol from 
dark to dawn. We had a medical problem with the hip of one dog, as a result of 
riding constantly in the rear of the cruiser. Therefore, he had to be kept in the 
handler’s car, near the station, on call. This situation is being remedied, and 
this dog will be on patrol in the near future. I sincerely believe that these dogs 
have been a deterrent against crime. I feel that the presence of these dogs 
curtails unruly crowd gatherings, and that they are greatly responsible for the 
orderly crowds that we have had over the past few seasons. 

There is evidence to establish that the use of hard drugs, (speed, cocaine, 
and hallucinogens), is prevalent. We also believe that children as young as 
thirteen years old are using marijuana. We need your help to combat the use of 
narcotics in the school age bracket. Any information given will be held in the 
strictest of confidence. 

Again, I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citizens of the town 
for their assistance and cooperation. Without your help, we could not function 


properly.

The Bureau of Fire Prevention, which is also handled by the Chief, was not 
able to scratch the surface as. far as the work load that should be done. This 
burden of work on Fire Prevention increases tremendously each year.

Federal Mandate requires that by the year 1977 all rescue personnel shall be 
- E.M.T. certified. 

Due to the increased number of calls in the summer months, I feel strongly 
that consideration should be given to employing two full time Rescue personnel 
to answer rescue calls during the working hours 8 A.M. to 5 P.M. 

This method has been used by other towns that have a volunteer Fire 
Department and has worked out very satisfactorily. 

The Radio Officer, Frank Henrique, for the Department respectfully submits 
his report to the Board of Fire Engineers for the year 1974. 

During the past year, Fire Department communications have progressed in 
some areas and experienced unavoidable delays in others. These delays have 
been caused by material shortages and outright inability of manufacturers to fill 
orders for various electronic components. The delays are not unique to our 
Department or field of endeavor, by any means. Factory production 
slow-downs are a problem of the present and one that is reaching all the people. 
I sincerely appreciate the firemen’s acceptance of often delayed Instalert 
repairs, due to this unfortunate situation. 

Our base station transceiver presented us with many maintenance problems 
and therefore, demanded much attention this year. Since this unit’s age exceeds 
ten years and since it operates on a 100 per cent duty cycle, | expect increased 
_ future failures in this unit. 


A secondary base station has been installed in the Johnson Street Fire House. 
This facility i is capable of providing emergency two-way fire communications. 
The station, however, is not yet capable of directly alerting the firemen. I am 
presently in the process of correcting this situation. 

The installation of a second frequency in all our major units was completed 
this year. Since we will experience little or no interference from other stations, 
during working fires, our future operations should be executed with increased 
efficiency. . 

Functioning equipment requires routine checks and inoperative equipment 
requires corrective maintenance but needs do not end there. In addition to 
insuring that our communications equipment serves the demands of today, I 
strive to be prepared for future requirements. Although it does not appear that 
the future will be marked by economic improvement, I will maintain and 
improve our equipment, as finances allow. 

I would like to thank the C.D. radio officer for his help during emergencies 
which occured while I was at work. 

Our Department is proud to say that during this past year 17 men have 
taken and completed various fire study courses at the Fire Academy in 
Barnstable. 

We also have nine Rescue personnel who have successfully completed the 81 
hour course and are certified by the National Registry of Emergency Medical 
Technicians. 

We also have 9 Rescue personnel who have successfully completed the 81 
hour course and are certified by the National Registry of Emergency Medical 
Technicians.

Our Department is also undertaking an extensive study on our needs and 
trying to project this on a five year period.

The 1974 Fall ssaeon for shellfishing started off real well with a great amount 


of quahogs being available. TE Oe ee ee eee 
the little neck, that is the best kind being really plentiful, and the supply lasting 
nearly four months. 

We didn’t do well this Fall with the soft shell clam and they were scarce. The 
area that was open for the taking of the soft shell clam takes a beating from 
erosion during windy and stormy days end by this happening we lose quite a bit 
of our soft shell clam sets 

The bay scallop didn’t last and wasn’t ae plentiful as in other ‘years. 


November was they best month but they disappeared during the first pert of 
Decem The area that they do appear in was worked heavily by people 
scratching for quahogs that thet, may! have: bes ee

peak we had a ‘‘Red Tide” scare im May and Provincetown Harbor was 
monitored by the Dept. of Public Health twice weekly and this went on until the 
month of October. 

We did reach a count of 50 but I was informed that it was a safe level and 
when it would reach 80 it would begin to become getting dangerous. 

The ‘‘F. C. Wilbour’’, a State research vessel, put into Provincetown for five 
days to do research on our sea clam resource. Mike Hickey a state biologist 
invited me along and it was a very interesting five days exploring different 
areas. 

During the summer months a lot of police work has to be done with people, 
mostly childgen, trying to take shellfish in restricted areas. Oral warnings are 
given along with a lecture and this helps out a lot. 

Our plaiting program was fairly successful with a total of 255 bushels of 
quahogs planted. A warm thank you to Wilbur Cook, chairman of the shellfish 
committee and especially to Richard Jones for their help doing this type of work, 
they Were always available when needed. 

A total of (397) resident family shellfish (1) non-resident shellfish and (22) 
non-resident worm permits were issued. Three commerical permits were issued 
for the taking of sea clams only. 

The following is a total pif of shellfish taken for family use during the 

year. 

151 buckets of soft shell clams 
628 buckets of quahogs 
468 buckets of mussels 
273 buckets of bay scallops 
245 buckets of sea clams 

A total of 838 bushels of sea clams were taken commercially. This figure also

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
PROVINCETOWN WATER COMMISSION 


Following the 1974 Spring Town Meeting, the Water Commission continued 
to carry out its water and sewerage related projects, three of which were 
undertaken with immediate priority: Water Meter Installation as authorized by 
Art. 84 of the 1973 Town Meeting; a study of the Municipal Wastewater 
Collection and Treatment System as authorized by Art. 87 of the 1973 Town 
Meeting; and the search and testing of additional water resources as authorized 
by Art. 63 of the 1971 Town Meeting. 

Water meter installation throughout Provincetown began in mid-February, 
1974 by the John Moore Plumbing Co. of Boston, Mass. The project was 
well-coordinated by the Moore firm, the Water Department and the Water 
Commission. Since the system and methods of installation were considered new 
and unique to the Town, a small degree of confusion was experienced. However, 
the Commission wishes to express its appreciation to the townspeople for their 
cooperation and patience during this period of installation. 

The Commission conducted a public hearing on March 21, 1974 regarding 
the use of water meters and subsequently approved the following regulation: 

_ “Every customer of the Provincetown Water System shail have a water 
meter or meters, the location of said meter(s) shall be determined by the 
Water Department. If a customer desires the meter(s) to be installed 
in an alternate location from that selected by the Water Department. the 
customer shall be required to pay any additional costs.”’ 

The Commission will further conduct a public hearing in 1975 on the water 
meter rate structure. A rate study was undertaken by the Weston & Sampson 
Engineering firm as authorized by Art. 85 of the 1973 Town Meeting. It is 
expected that the new water meter rates will go into effect at the beginning of 
the fiscal year (July, 1975) once the water meter installation is finally completed 
and the rates approved. 

A final draft report of the Municipal Wastewater Collection and Treatment 
System for the Town was released to the Commission by Weston & Sampson in 
March, 1974. The Report outlines in detail the proposed sewerage system and 
method of treatment along with construction timetables and cost considerations 
including procedures for application to federal and state agencies for additional 
funding. The Report is now being reviewed by the Commission along with the 
required federal and state agencies in an effort to arrive at an implementation 
schedule in concert with the availability of additional funding. 

The Commission met with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works along with the firm of Whitman & Howard during 
‘June, 1974 to secure land along Atkins Mayo Road for driiling and testing water 
sources as authorized by Art. 63 of the 1971 Town Meeting. The Town was 
awarded a 50-year lease whereby Whitman & Howard could begin drilling and 
pumping operations. Pumping began in November, 1974 for a 20-day period. 
A report of the analysis of water samples taken will soon be released to the 
Commission for further action. 

Once again for the fourth consecutive summer season, when water 
consumption was at its peak, the Water Commission enforced the Water-Use 
By-Laws which relate to the methods of conserving the fresh water supply. 

In other related projects, the tele-metering system at Mt. Gilboa water tank 
site was completed and the water main installation on Watson’s Court was also 
completed. In April, 1974, the Commission authorized licensed plumbers to 
‘remove meters of seasonal customers. A fire hydrant flushing schedule is being 
implemented by the Water Department. On December 8, 1974, the Commission 
approved its rules and regulations pertaining to water main installation and 
hydrant location on new sub-divisions of land within Provincetown. 

In accordance with the Town Charter, Selectman-elect Warren G. Alexander 
resigned from the Water Commission. Mr. Kent E. Coutinho also submitted his 
resignation from the Commission. Charlies Rogers was appointed to the Board 
of Town Manager Gardner Benson. 
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summary, the Water Commission is continuing its pace to meet the 
5s atid demand for fresh water along with its search for additional and 
adequate water resources. With emphasis on the conservation of the fresh water 
supply and an equitable distribution system, the Commission anticipates that 
the new water meter installation project will bring about an ease in the demand 
in a fair “pay-for-what-you-use’” approach. And, in similar fashion, the 
Commission urges homeowners and businessmen alike to seek ways in 
conserving water (i.e. the installation of water-saving devices in toilet tanks, the 
use of smaller shower heads, the use of full-load capacity with everyday laundry, 
etc.), and such other methods designed to save both the volume of water and the 
cost for its usage. ; 
Wastewater and the method of collection and treatment is also a growing 
concern and will remain a problem until a municipal sewerage system becomes a 
reality. To this end, the Water Commission is reviewing this project in great 
detail as part of the overall water management program. ! 
Continued co-operation by all the townspeople in every way possible will 
help protect and preserve the fresh water supply.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


“This year the Provincetown Public Library marked its 100th anniversary. 
.Although there were no fireworks, it was a significant centennial. 1974 was a 
year of renewal at the Provincetown Library as the October Town Meeting 
approved a transfer of funds in the amount of twenty thousand dollars for plans 
to renovate the building to meet the requirements of the Read public safety act 
and expand the space available for Library use. 

There are still many corners ini this building that have been little touched in 
this period of time. As our nation approaches its 200th anniversary we would 
like to respond by making a thorough reevaluation of the historical holdings of 
our library. 

Specifically, we would like to investigate the possibilities of having the entire 
run of the Provincetown Advocate, which is the Town’s principal public history, 
recorded on microfilm in order to preserve it for the use of future generations. 
We hope also to undergo a detailed inventory of historical primary source 
materials residing in the library itself and in the Town at large. 

At present, the library is literally bulging at the seams. We are in desperate 
need of more space and more staff time to evaluate and sort out holdings. We 
are looking forward to a year in which we can become not only a lender of books 
but truly protector of a significant part of the Town’s heritage. 

If the plans for renovation submitted by architect Dan Sullivan should, by 
the consent of the Town in financial appropriation, be accepted, we will do all 
that we can to realize these goals and to expand the services of your public 
library in every direction. 

This was a summer of change at the Provincetown Library. Many visitors 
were pleasantly surprised to find not only that we were open mornings, but also 
that no deposit was required from our out-of-town visitors. This change in 
policy reflects the new definition of library service on the part of the State 
Bureau of Library Extension. We are now extending borrowing privileges to all 
Massachusetts residents. We have eliminated the non-resident borrower’s: fee 
for all summer visitors, not only Massachusetts residents as mandated. Our 
registration of summer visitors reflected how cosmopolitan a Town this really is 
with borrowers ranging from Canada to Europe and 37 states. 

This summer also saw story hours in the backyard and holiday parties inside 
in the cooler weather. Thank you to all the story tellers, and expecially to Jan 

Kelly, Santa Claus, and the Walkenstein magicians. . 
This winter season we have enjoyed class visits from the Provincetown 
elementary school under the guidance of their teachers. 

Thank you Helen Merideth Norcross for your posters. Thank you Friends of 

the Library for the copying machine, the microfilm reader, and ‘Books in 
Print.”” Thank you to our splendid volunteer, Madeleine L’Engle. 
We also thank author Arturo Vivante and poet Keith Althaus for their 
readings; James Cully for his program on Osip Mandelstam; Charlotte Douglas 
for her lecture and slides on modern Russian Art; Nathan Halper for his lecture 
on the Theories of Translation; Mr. O. Herbert McKenney for his lecture on 
Cape Cod books; and Freddie Schiff Levin for her poetry and readings. 

We had some good films this year: ‘How Green Was My Valley,’’ 
Magnificent Ambersons,’’ and Captains Courageous’. . . . These entertainment 
films were on loan from the Audio-Visual Department of Boston Public Library. 

Many people missed pretty Sylvia Maxwell, our clerk-typist for two years, 
who resigned in June. Mildred Bent succeeded her to the post and has won 
many friends by her pleasant efficiency. 

We are great borrowers. Provincetown borrowed more books from the 
Yarmouth Bookmobile than any other library in the region. Our circulation 
increase of 3,747 books shows you our patrons also borrowed more from us.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


e Library is fortunate to have Mr. Dan Lewis as assistant librarian and 
Mrs. Mildred ‘Bent as clerk-secretary. With Mrs. Alice Joseph as head 
librarian, the Library has a hard-working, efficient staff. The work of Mrs. 
Helen Silva, custodian, is‘always excellent.

the expansion of the Library and a more intensive use of the structure by 
maximizing what is available and revitalizing what the Library already has in 
order to have a more intensive use of the building. tages 

. From a previous report, the Trustees take the following brief history of the 
Library: The first movement towards a Public Library was in 1863 when the 
Mayflower Division of the Sons of Temperance donated to the town and 
deposited in the Seamen’s Savings Bank a sum of money amounting to nearly 
$300.00. This was to be the beginning of a plan to raise money to establish a 
Public Library. . 

At the annual Town Meeting in 1872, the town voted to appropriate 
twenty-five dollars and the dog tax refunded to the town by the County for the 
three preceding years, amounting to $191.45, for the establishment of a Public 
Library. ia? 

At the Town Meeting in 1873, $58.58, which was the dog tax for 1872, was 
added to the fund. Seven Trustees were chosen and the funds were placed in 
their hands. The town appropriated $2000. for the purchase of books, with the 
provision that $1000. would be raised by subscription. 

Through the efforts of James Gifford, the amount was raised and the 
Trustees received the total amount of $3466.12. The name “Gifford” was 
connected with the Library for many years. James Gifford, in 1847, received the 
Pilgrim House from his father, Benjamin Gifford, who had purchased it in 1810, 
and he continued in business in this oldest hotel of the town. Also, the present 
day Gifford House was Gifford’s Summer Hotel. A few years ago James 
Gifford’s granddaughter Frances bequeathed $15,000. to the Library. Her uncle 
Isaiah and father Moses were Trustees for many years. 

The Public Library building was built in 1873 by Nathan D. Freeman and 
donated to the Town to be used as a Public Library on the lower floor. The 
second story was to be used for a Young Men’s Christian Association Room. 
The upper part of the building was to be used for a photograph business, and the 
income was to be applied to keeping the building and grounds in order. If either 
of the rooms assigned to be used for these purposes were not thus used for three 
consecutive years, the rooms would revert to the heirs of Mr. Freeman. If, at 
any time, both objects for which the trust was originated failed, the whole 
property would revert to his heirs. The Trustees would have full authority 
concerning the use of the rooms. ; 

The building was dedicated December 11, 1873. Both Nathan D. Freeman 
and his son Nathan T. Freeman were present at this ceremony. The Library was 
psc to the public, June 13, 1874. There were 2202 volumes when the library 
opened. ; 

The Young Men’s Christian Association gave up the second floor assi to 
them. The Trustees together with Mr. Preeninn prenatal the rooms to a ae 
- bul organizations such as the Joseiah C. Freeman Post 55, G.A.R. and 

© Women's Relief Corps. The second floor eventually became a reading room 
and the third floor was used for many years by various beneficial organizations.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Recreation Department located in the Community Center on Bradford 
Street is home base for all recreation activities of the town. Besides recreation 
activities, the Community Center is the meeting place for more than twenty-five 
organizations stemming from the elementary school children to the Senior 
Citizens. 

The following Community Center improvements were made for 1974: 

1. The Center’s roof was completely renovated. 
2. A game room was outfitted and put into use by the children. 
3. General improvements on the inside of the building were made. 

Improvements goals for 1975: 

1. To renovate all ceilings that were water damaged due to old roof. 
2. To put more facilities in the building for use by the children. 


- RECREATIONAL ACTIVITIES 


Hockey: The Recreation Department has continued its hockey program with 
The Youth Hockey Club. This year we have purchased hours on Thurday from 3 
P.M. to 5 P.M. Sixty children are enrolled and the program is supervised by 
Michael Raboine of the department and coached by Dave Poole. 

Basketball: Wednesday night the department will help run the adult 
basketball league along with adult education, 80 adults will participate. A 
basketball program for middle school children being run at the high school gym 
during available hours. 30 boys and girls are participating in the program. 

Gymnastics: Our gymnastic program this year is scheduled on Wednesdays 
and will expand in the spring. 30 girls take part and any school age girls are 
welcome to attend. 

Other Winter Activities: On Monday nights a womens exercise class is 
offered at the high school gym. One day a week ceramics will be offered to 
middle school children at the high school’s art room. The center and its facilities 
are now open to the children Monday - Friday during the week along with three 
nights, Saturdays and Sunday afternoons, and all times there will be adult 
supervision in the building. Our facilities now include a newly equipped game 
room with ping pong and pool tables, air hockey, table soccer and board games, 
‘ leather craft, photography and exercise room are also available for the childrens 
use. On Wednesday a ballet class is offered and has been very successful. The 
youth club is also functioning again this year and has many activities planned. 


RECREATIONAL ACTIVITIES (SUMMER) 


Morning Program: This program runs from 9 A.M. to 3 P.M. Monday 
through Friday and has had an average of eighty children enrolled from ages 5 
to 15. It is open to all children of the town. The goal of the program is to give 
the children of the town a full summer of both educational and recreational 
activities. At Motta Memorial Field an athletic activity session is also offered 
for children’s recreation during the summer. 
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Swimming: In the afternoon fifty children were enrolled in the swimming 
classes with Keith Arnold and Michael Raboine doing the instructing. . 

Pony League: The Provincetown Pony League team for boys age 13 to 15 
traveled up the Cape this past summer to compete against the other towns along 
the way. The team was coached by Recreational Personnel. , 

Little League: The Little League program has again expanded to include a 
girls league and the leagues are now made up of 12 teams and 180 children. I 
would like to thank the coaches: Moe Van Dereck, Leo Morris, Robert Silva, 
Freeman Watson, Manuel Goveia, Mike Henrique, Nolan Williams, Lee Teel, 
Anthony Travers, Bobby Martin, Richard Meads, Patty Lisbon, Karen Silva, 
Jane Roderick, Debbie Silva, Barbara Loomis, Wendy Hagarty for giving up 
their time for this activity. This year the All Stars were entered in the 
tournament and did a fine job.

This year the committee decided that the money should be spent for the 
purchase of bird feed, materials for building bird feeding stations and trees & 
shrubs for wildlife food and cover. The young trees and shrubs will be planted in 
bald areas throughout our back-woods. . 

The Highland Fish and Game Club will construct the feeders, bag the bird

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR

With great pleasure I submit the report for the year from the Civil Defense. 
This has been a busy year for our new radio officer, Dana Henrique. It has been 
a year of growth and progress. 

One of the first ambitious projects that we undertook was the much needed 
remodeling of our radio room. With the help of a few faithfull volunteers, we 
have installed paneling, a suspended ceiling, better lighting and a smooth 
counter top to work or study on. The newly installed wall shelves afford safe 
and smpia room for convenient radio arrangement. 

It is important to have radio equipment positioned for easy listening and 
operation. Equipment that is positioned so that it is convenient without 
constant moving is lees apt to be damaged since it remains in working position 
at al] times. 

It is believed that these improvements have been greatly appreciated by the 
attending membership. We will endeavor to constantly improve our 
communications room, through the unselfish efforts of our volunteers. 

On the communications equipment side, we now own a High Frequency 
transceiver and have installed a beam antenna on the Town Hall roof. This 
system, combined with the indoor antenna, which Dana and Earl Chaddock 
constructed and installed, permits operation on 5 bands. These frequencies give 
our communications room the “long arm” reach which it has always needed. 
We now can and do regularly contact stations in Europe, South America and 
across the entire United States. In case of National Emergency, Civil Defense 
must have operating flexability so that we may tune all frequencies available for 
information and messages. 

In addition to providing long distance communications for Provincetown, 
when telephone lines are broken or overlooked, Civil Defense must also be 
prepared to compliment the communications systems of local public service 
agencies. We are capable of monitoring these agencies, as well as bulletins from 
the National Weather bureau. 

Future work will include modernizing and expanding our local two-way 
communications system. There is much to be done in this area. We have been 
in contact with Civil Defenses sector director about our local communications 
system and he feels that Civil Defense will soon be employing FM equipment. 
This will enable Civil Defense to provide most efficient local communications 
using compact modern equipment. This is a change we must be prepared for in 
the very near future. 

In addition to providing communications for this town, whether they be 
across town or across the world, Civil Defense is also acting as an educational 
facility. We hold classes in radio thtory and international morse code every 
week. These classes are generally attended by high school students, whom seem 
to find it an interesting way to spend an evening. The classes are open to the 
public and serve the purpose of providing a source of federally licensed personnel 
for operating Civil Defense Amateur Radio equipment. By this it introduces 
people to a rewarding hobby and possibly into an outstanding career. Our 
communications equipment does double duty in that it performs in emergencies 
and also provides real-life equipment for our students to see, hear and operate. 
This is done under the supervision of a federally licensed Civil Defense operator. 

Most important is that Civil Defense is productive in tranquil times, 
necessary in times of emergency, and consists entirely of unpaid volunteer 
workers. We are here only to serve the community, but your support 
determines the length and quality of our existance. It is our goal to make the 
words ‘‘Civil Defense’ familar to every one and to maintain this service at a 
level of excellance. The most difficult steps have already been taken. 
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ivil Def Director, I would like to say thanks to everyone who has 
OES i eeetaiid ateae Dena Henrique and myself and helped out with the 
physical labor.

With the continued cooperation from our other 
town departments and the guidance from our Town Manager we will continue to 
beautify and improve our town cemeteries.

REPORT OF TOWN HALL CUSTODIANS

As Town Hall Custodian for the past year it gives me great pleasure to 
submit my annual report for myself gnd my co-workers. 

Being Town Hall custodians for the past year we have done many things, for 
instance general maintenance such as scrubbing, waxing, window cleaning etc. 
As well as the general interior work; much outside work was completed such as 
fertilizing and seeding the lawns, planting of shrubs and flowers and an attempt 
to beautify the grounds. To categorize a few of the projects, along the side walk 
leading to the side entrance of the hall there were placed some small stone to 
help alleviate the drainage problem which exist from the down spout next to the 
police station entrance. Inside of the border shrub line many bulbs and flowers 
have been planted for next spring to bring a little color and beauty to outer 
grounds. Across the street at the Mayflower Compact all of the shrub islands 
were cleaned and pruned as well as the lawn reseeded and fertilized. In this 
particular situation it is hard to keep up to the watering factor, as all know it 
takes water to grow. It is very disheartening that in order to water as needed 
one has to stand there by the hour with a hose. If other town properties such as 
the high school and the cemeteries have a pumping system should it not only be 
sensible that the main office building of the town have something. 

As far as the interior of the building which houses 25 offices and an 
auditorium which is capable of seating nearly 900, it has been basically 
maintained except for the auditorium which has been babied for the past several 
months. Along these lines in the past several weeks the entire floor and stage 
were scrubbed and coated with Urathene and two coats of non-skid wax. This 
was done not only for maintenance purposes but due to the fact of the incredible 
amount of foot traffic which now exists. All of this traffic has taken its toll on 
the beauty of that fine hard wood floor. Some touch-up painting was done and 
also a large portion of the wood work around the stage and front walls were 
re-varnished to bring back the beauty of the wood. The new back drop curtains 
that now exist were hung last spring and have held up very well due to new and 
stricter rules on the use of the auditorium. 

It is our hope that in the year to follow much more can be done to really 
finish out this project such as redoing the entire front stairway and main 
corridor. 

Many thanks to the other town departments such as the highway and 
cemetery for their help when and where needed. .

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO THE CAPE COD 
PLANNING & ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 


The work of the Commission continued at a somewhat accelerated pace 
during the year 1974. This was occasioned by a substantial amount of 
committee work taking place outside of the regularly scheduled monthly 
meetings. 

One of the principal matters holding dominant interest for the Commission 
was the subject of water inventory studies. As a result of persistent work done 
by the Commission in the past and of the very favorable efforts of Senator 
Aylmer, a measure was enacted by the General Court authorizing a bond issue 
for the purpose of conducting water inventory studies throughout the Cape, if 
approved by the voters of Cape Cod at a referendum. It is to the credit of the 
voters that this referendum was adopted, and the hope looms large that at long 
last we will have authoritative information on which all future planning an 

controls can be based. . 

The staff of the Commission are being sought out and employed by many of 
the towns on the Cape as an aid to their own planning. The experience of the 
planners and the availability of research data has served many of the 
communities including the Town of Provincetown. | 

Your representative has consistently forwarded on to departments of our 
own Town government, such material and data which could serve as aids in their 
own efforts. 

Various funding requests which involved the need for a report and comment 
by the Commission and which concerned activities within the Town of 
Provincetown were in turn forwarded to your representative for his report. Such 
reports were made and in all of these cases, copies of the report were forwarded 
to the affected department and to the Board of Selectmen.

Dear Mr. Benson, 


I am pleased to present the report of the Provincetown Drop-In Center for 
the fiscal year 1974/75. 

During this period, the Counseling program has increased its caseload 
capacity and is now currently maintaining an average on-going caseload of 90 
clients. We are offering counseling services on an individual, group, or family 
basis which is available not only for people with drug-related problems, but also 
for people experiencing difficulties in personal matters unrelated to the use of 
drugs or alcohol. 

The Women’s Health Care Clinic continues to provide comprehensive health 
services for women in the community, and gynecologists from Beth Israel 
Hospital in Boston are available at these clinics on a regular basis. The Clinic’s 
new offices, located at 14 Center Street, provide an environment which we have 
tried to make as comfortable as possible for all women in this community. The 
services of this clinic are available at a cost which is based on each individual’s 
ability to pay, and no one will be denied services because of an inability to pay. 

The Drop-In Center’s Medical Clinics and Crisis Intervention program 
remain located at Gosnold Street. We are maintaining a 24-hour Hot-line and 
have continued to provide medical and psychiatric back-up in response to 
psychological and drug-related emergencies. During the summer months we 
employed a full-time physician and were able to conduct six general medical 
clinics per week in addition to regularly scheduled Well-baby Clinics. We are 
currently conducting two general medical clinics in addition to the Women’s 
Health Care Clinics at 14 Center Street. 

Our volunteer program remains active, and we continue to train volunteers 
and community members in basic First Aid, Crisis Intervention, Drug 
Information, Communication and Counseling Skills, Legal Rights, Role 
Playing, Health Care, and Drop-In Center procedures. We also provide a Legal 
Service Attorney and a Social Service Advocate at the Center on a regular basis. 

The Center has also tried to cooperate with other social service agencies in 
the community, and in this regard has been able to obtain funding to help 
supplement the services of the Council on Aging and Women’s Center. These 
funds enabled each of these programs to hire additional personnel for limited 
periods of time in order to meet pressing social service needs. 

Since it appears that the responsibility for the delivery of mental health 
services will increasingly rest with the local community, the Drop-In Center is 
looking forward to playing a larger role, not only in the delivery of drug 
rehabilitation services, but also in the coordination and delivery of general 
mental health services as well. We believe this can only be achieved by 
involving all members of the community in providing a positive environment 
and an opportunity and support for change. We hope to encourage and facilitate 
that process.

In January of 1974, we had our yearly Utilization Recertification Review and 
in December our Medicare Survey. Our Home Health Agency was recertified for 
Health Care Utilization by Blue Cross and we were also recertified for being in 
compliance and meeting the requirements of the Conditions of Participation of 
Medicare. (Title XIII of The Social Security Act.) 

On November 15, 1974 we also added Physical Therapy to our services. This 
service is provided by Mrs. Martha Turnbull a registered physical therapist, 
and is reimbursable by Medicare and Welfare. 

In the very near future all R.N.’s will have to have proof that they are 
continuing their education, in order to get their R.N. licensure renewals. I 
attended classes on 4 Tuesdays at S.M.U. in New Bedford in which I received a 
certificate of continuing education credit and also attended a 2 day Seminar in 
Waltham, Mass., in which I received a continuing education credits. We also 
attend monthly In-Service Education Meetings, Monthly, prepared by 
Barnstable County Health Office. 
| Since March of 1973, we have conducted a Senior Citizens Clinic, on the 

second Monday of every month from 1 P.M. to 3 P.M. at the Nurse’s office, in 
which they may have their blood pressure, urinalysis, weight and diet explained 
to them. A minimum of $2.00 is charged and all abnormal findings are reported 
to their family physician. From July 1st of 1973 to December 31st 1974 we have 
had 74 Senior Citizens taking advantage of this service.

BARNSTABLE COUNTY HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
1974 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Barnstable county Health Department has continued to provide services 
in the areas of environmental health, dental health, medical social work, nursing 
_ consultation and supervision, and control of communicable diseases. The staff 
of eight professional consultants, three laboratory and clerical workers, and one 
summer inspector is augmented by five staff working with the Handicapped 
Children’s Clinic of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, Division of 
Family Health, and by one worker from the Division of Communicable Diseases- 
Venereal Diseases. 

We believe that local services should be strengthened and supplemented, 
hence priority is given to the development of better health delivery patterns, to 
the orientation of new town, school, and agency workers in the field of human 
services, and to some evaluation of proposed health services. Depertment staff 
are working cooperatively with Comprehensive Health Planning, and with many 
state agencies and local health organizations. 

We also feel that the provision of in-service education, and undergraduate 
and graduate educational experiences, contribute to better health services. In 
order to broaden the understanding of public health practice and of the scope, 
power and responsibility of a health department, we have had students as 
follows; a semior student of Public Health from the University of 
Massachusetts, as a summer sanitary inspector; three senior students in 
Physical Therapy from Boston University who worked with the Handicapped

i ’s Services; @ uate student from Boston University in nursing 
unlaeateion two aia from the University of Massachusetts Medical 
School; and from the Upper Cape Cod Vocational-Technical School, the 
practical nursing students have all had an observation experience; a second 
year student in Hotal Management from Cape Cod Community College. In- 
service programs and conferences are held monthly for the nurses working in 
Home Health Asencies. and periodically for school nurses and for health agents. 
The Cape Cod Community College has been willing to offer a one semester 
course in Public Health Law which attracted a smali group of health workers. 
‘Our dental hygienist has been working with the college in the development of 
the clinical experiences for the new program for Dental Hygienists, and was on 
an advisory committee of the Lower Cape Cod Vocational School. 

The inspection, consultation and recommendation of day care centers for 
licensure by the individual towns continues to require much skill. Increasingly 
stringent and necessary regulations affect established centers as well as newer 
ones. There are now 49 licensed centers, five of these were new this year. 

Once a year each of the nine Home Health Agencies is surveyed for 
re-cettification, in order to provide nursing, physical therapy, and other 
therapeutic services under Medicare. The nurse directors of this department 
assist in the preparation for these evaluations, and provide supervision by 
agreement to seven of these agencies. 

The schools are now responsible for providing evaluation and education for 
children from 3-21 years for those with special needs. Because of our contacts 
with many children, families and households, we are spending a great deal of 
time working with parent groups, school groups, and physicians, clinical 
nurseries and day care centers, in coordinating and approving certain plans. 

Continued pressure from the 15 towns will require us to provide more 
laboratory services for the analysis of water samples and monitoring of shore 
and pond areas. We must enlarge the laboratory work area and obtain more 
time-saving equipment. The sanitarians have provided more analysis of paint 
chips for lead content, and they have participated in more conferences. 

The medical social worker has served as supervisor and consultant to two 
departments of social service and one Home Health Agency. She has been 
instrumental in planning for regular meetings of the medical social work staff of 
eight hospitals in the area, and has established contacts with many agencies 
providing funds and services for those with developmental disabilities. 

We appreciate suggestions and requests for different or additional services 
and plan to adapt to meet needs when possible.

CAPE END MANOR 


The Cape End Manor began the year 1974 with‘a full quota of 26 residents 
and ended with a full quota on December 31, 1974. The total number of patient 
days was 9,478 out of a possible 9490 which represents 99.8 % of full occupancy. 
We had 3 discharges and 3 admissions. All discharges were through death. 
There are no vacancies at the present time. 

The all-inclusive per diem rate as set for our facility by the Rate Setting 
Commission is $29.06 established October 1, 1974. 

The Manor expenditures for 1974 amounted to $168,514.55 for personal 
services, exclusive of the Manor’s share of Employee’ Benefits of Aetna — 
Hospitalization, County Retirement, Group Insurance and Workmen's 
Compensation Costs, and $64,220.44. The total receipts for 1974 amount to 


$215,684.97. Our expected recei 
$275,779.40. receipts for fiscal year 1975 will amount to

The Town of Provincetown has known for several years that the day would 
come when the Cape End Manor would no longer be considered adequate both in 
size and quality of the physical plant. That day has come. The Manor was 
inspected in July 1974 by a representative from the Life Safety Code Inspection 
Unit of the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. The resulting list of 
- deficiencies came as no surprise to us. First and foremost the building is around 
100 years old and is of wooden frame construction and non-fire proof.. We could 
be allowed a waiver for this deficiency, renewable every year for an unspecified 
number of years and it could be withdrawn at any time. The interior wails are 
too thin, the doors to the resident rooms are too narrow, the fire exits and 
escapes are are inadequate, concrete ramps would have to be built, the inside 
stairway would have to be re-located, fire doors and dumb waiter and laundry 
EE hEp would Have to be replaced. all windows opening on fire escapes would have 
to be replaced by approved fire windows, etc., etc. The list goes on and on. 

If all the above deficiencies were corrected, the estimated cost would be 
eround $100,000.00 and we would still have the original non-fire proof, wooden 


RaW ears ere 2 years to rectify all the deficiencies found by the Life Safety 
Surveyor in July 1974. Mc 'Sthes then the Federal Government through the Health, 
Education and Welfare Department has stepped up the program. If the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare expects to be reimbursed by the 
Federal Government, it in turn; has to speed-up the program on the State level. 
As a result, we were surveyed by the Life Safety Inspection Unit on February 10 
& 11, 1975 and will continue to be inspected every. six months from now on. The 
pressure is being put on and it i is-in earnest. Nursing Homes are being closed in 
the State of New York which is several years ahead of Massachusetts as far as 
program involvement is concerned. This is Sra sca ‘in spite of the 
nephrin of politicians and Nursing Home Associations 

A meeting was held with the Finance Committee last September and. funds 
were granted to enable the Town to hire an architect. Additional funds were 
voted by Town Meeting of October 1974 to allow the architect to make 
feasibility studies to be presented at.the April 1975 Town Meeting. | 

An application for a new Cape End Manor was duly filed through the expert 
hands of our he aa Mr. Daniel Sullivan, with the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. Ratermination of. Need Program. The application 
was approved by the Region VII Comprehensive Health; this was the first step 
in the tremendously involved process. We sre now awaiting. word ‘from the 
Department of Public Health. 

We are planning for a new facility of fire-proof construction for a capacity of 
60 beds - 50 Level III beds for the type of residents we have now and 10 beds 
Level IV for rest home residents. It is required by the State that we have a 
facility of more than one level of care. Initially this facility would cost around 
$1,000,000.00..To moat people this sounds like a staggering figure, but over a 
period of years we would receive every bit of it back by payments from the State 
and Federal governements. We would operate precisely the way we do now, 
that is being budgeted by the Town and turning over all our receipts to the 
Town. The rate will be all inclusive and set to cover all our expenses including 
all services performed for the Manor by all-other departments in Town, such as 
garbage removal; the Fire Department, Rescue Squad and the Street and Water 
Departments. The rate will also include the interest on Bonds and all other 
charges concerned with financing the new facility as well as the cost of the actual 
construction. 

Or we could go on in the present structure spending tamidinds of thousands 
of taxpayers dollars keeping up with the demands of the State and Federal 
Governments from year to year and eventually being phased out anyway 
because the basic fault remains - the Cape End Manor is a hundred-year old 
wooden building. The choice is up to the people of Provincetown. Anything 
worth-while doesn’t come cheaply, and I think the Manor has proved its worth 
in caring for hundreds of people since its inception almost 19 years ago.. We 
have not only taken care of our residents but have rendered an invaluable service 
to the people of Provincetown.

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REPORT OF COUNCIL ON AGING 


A review of the Senior Citizens’ Center’s function in the Town needs to be 
aired from time to time so that everyone in the Community may know, 
understand and evaluate the comprehensive and extensive variety of its 
programs and activities. 

This Center may be classified as a multi-purpose Center, since it produces 
services on individual, group and community bases. It is a facility through 
which the elderly may attain fulfillment of their social, physical and intellectual 
needs. At the same time, it provides the means to participate in programs that 
serve to expand interests and provide a challenge to latent and actual talents. 

The individual receives conselling and referral services by which he or she 


| may be helped with problems relating to health, housing, finances, etc. Part 


time and full time employment for the elderly are encouraged. Hot and 
nutritious meals are delivered to the incapacitated. Transportation is provided 
to and from doctors’ offices and medical facilities. Clinics have been established 
which guarantee monthly regular and routine physical checkups. A podiatrist 
comes to the Center once a month. Home care is given whenever possible. 
For the group, there are programs that offer social and recreational activities 
under proper supervision, such as card games, jaunts on the town and trips to 
points of interest. Celebration of holidays, birthdays and special days is a must. 
On the group level, the Center has just introduced low cost, healthful meals in a 
social setting. The Center is about to initiate discussion groups on issues of 
current interest at luncheon gatherings at the Provincetown Inn once a month. 
As for the Community Services, elder people are encouraged by the Center to 
serve their community by doing volunteer work at the Manor, day care centers, 
schools, libraries and other Town organizations. They are also called upon to 
donate in one form or another to the various worthwhile causes in town - Cancer 
research, Heart Fund, etc. Senior Citizens can be mobilized to produce changes 
for themselves and the community by visiting with governmental! groups at all 
levels. This participation in different affairs will help considerably to change the 
image that all too many people have of the elderly - that of being inactive and, in 
a word, no longer participating in the life of the community in which they reside.

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REPORT OF 
PROVINCETOWN CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


February 13, 1975 © 


This past year was a very active one for the Provincetown Conservation 
Commission with the members tending to the Commissions business at ten 
regular monthly meetings, two special meetings, seven Wetland Act hearings, 
and on a number of field trips: Be?) ; 

The Commission began the year by agreeing-to join in the-celebration of our 
Nation’s forthcoming Bicentennial with a program to be called the 
“Bicentennial Tree Planting Program’’. This living tribute te our Nation’s two 
hundredth birthday will consist appropriately of two hundred shade trees which 
will be planted along our Town streets and around:our Town buildings. Most of 
the labor will be provided by the Re-Greening of Provincetown Committee while 
funding for the project will be obtained from both private and public sources 
with a major assist hopefully coming. from an applied for Massachusetts 
Bicentennial Commission Grant. The project is scheduled for completion in the 
Spring of 1976 at which time a plaque will be placed in Town Hall 
commemorating the program. | 

A consideral amount of the Commission’s time was once again spent 
throughout this past year in an effort. to implement. the provisions of the 
Massachusetts Wetlands Act. Notices of Intent were filed by Timothy Bright 
on June 17 to move a house to Beach Point, and by the Town of Provincetown 
on July 9 for the Alden Street drainage project work on the beach west of the 
MacMillan Wharf parking lot and on August 12 for the repairs to the MacMillan 
Wharf parking lot bulkhead. The required public hearings for the preceding 
were held on June 16, July 16, and on September. 3 respectively. Notices of 
Intent were also filed by Robert Motherwell on September 9 to construct a 
bulkhead at 631 Commercial Street, by the Provincetown Boatworks to 
construct a marine railway at 333 Commercial Street, and by the Red Inn on 
September 20 to repair the existing bulkhead at 15 Commercial Street. The 
public hearings for these three applications were held on October 1. The 
resultant Order of Conditions for the first three projects were issued on June 1, 
August 7, and September 23 respectively, and on October 21 for the latter three 
projects. The Commission, after making on-site inspections, issued two Cease 
and Desist Orders for Wetland Act violations. One ofthese resulting in the 
filing of a Notice of Intent by Warren J. Silva on August 21 to change the 
contour of the beach at the rear of 247 Commercial Street. The required hearing 
was held on September 3 and the Order of Conditions was issued by the 
Commission on September 23. The other Cease and Desist Order served on Dale 
Elmer for a Wetlands Act violation on the State beach at 237 Commercial Street 
did not produce the required filing of a Notice of Intent. This case, at the end of 
the year, was in the process of being turned over to the Department of Natural 
Resources for review and possible court action. Of the:two.Orders of Conditions 
issued by the Provincetown Conservation Commission and appealed to the 
Department of Natural Resources by the applicahts, the first appeal by Paul B. 
Foss resulted in a superseding Order of Conditions issued by the Department of 
Natural Resources which removed some of the objections of the applicant while 
still retaining intact the intent of the Commission’s original Order, while the 
second appeal by Charles W. Silva was still under consideration by the 
Department of Natural Resources at the end of the year. The Methodist Church 
case was satisfactorily resolved to all parties concerned after several productive 
meetings between members of the Provincetown Conservation Commission and 
representatives of the Department of Natual Resources. In March the 
members of the Commission attended the public hearing held by the Army 
Corps of Engineers on the Cee Jay Corporation’s proposed construction of a 
solid fill pier and dredging in Provincetown Harbor. This hearing was the 
outcome of the many protests of concerned individuals and organizations to the 
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Corps for their failure to do a proper environmental impact study before issuing 
the original permit for this project in August of 1973. The Commission took the 
opportunity of this hearing to once again vigorously insist that a thorough, . 
impartial, in depth, environmental. impact’ study be done and that the 
information obtained from this study be taken into serious consideration. before 
‘any permit was again issued to the Cee Jay Corporation for this project. The 
Corps of Engineers announced after the hearing that. before considering the 
-reissuing of the Cee Jay’s permit they would prepare an environmental impact - 
statement, rather than do an environmental impact study, as to the effects.this 
project would have on the Town of Provincetown and its harbor. The members 
of the Commission were very disappointed upon learning this, however, it was 
agreed that no further action would be taken by the Commission until such time - 
as the Corps made public this environmental impact statement. 
During the Spring months; the Commission successfully undertook and. 
completed, with the assistance of the Highland Fish and Game Club, our annual 


seedling planting program. We received free, from the Barnstable Conservation: 


District, five hundred seedlings consisting of White Pine, Blue Spruce, Black: 
Walnut, Rugosa Rose, Autumn Olive, and some flowering White Dogwood... 
Most of these were planted in and around Provincetown under the supervision of 
the Club, while the remainder were offered to the towns people on a first come 
first serve basis. Because of the continued success of this program and the. 
enthusiastic response of the public to the seedling offer, the Commission has. . 
decided to double the order for seedlings in the Spring of 1975. A sizable portion - 
of these will again be made available to the public on a first. come first serve. 
basis. 

This past year the Conservation Commission began inquires into. the 
possibilities of having the Shankpainter Pond area set aside in its netural state 
in some type of conservation trust. A study by the biologists Thomas Gilbert. 
and Harold Hines showed this area to abound with wildlife among which are 
numbered several rare plant species and a few rare animal species. Appropriate . 
letters of inquiry were dispatched and hopefully when all the pertinant 
information is gathered together we will be able to present to the people of 
Provincetown some acceptable program which will see this area set aside for 
conservation purposes. : 

Over the past year, many other subjects were brought up for discussion at. 
Conservation Commission meetings. These included various solutions tothe 
Town’s growing parking and transportation problems, the possible ways: in: - 
which the Town’s natural resources may be wisely developed without damage to. . 
the environment, and the numerous aspects to be considered because of the ..

Town’s waterfront. While the Commission was unable to decide upon final 
courses of action in these areas, the members are looking forward to dealing with 
these problems successfully in the year to come. In closing, the Commission 
members would like to thank everyone who showed their interest and provided 
their assistance throughout this past year.

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REPORT OF THE BY-LAW REVISION COMMITTEE ~~ 


The By-Law Revision Committee hereby submits its first annual report. 

The By-Law Revision Committee was established in September, 1974, in 
compliance with the newly revised Town Charter, Section 3, which provides for 
a five-member committee to revise, codify and submit a revised set of by-laws 
for the approval of the Town. ve. 

Appointed to the Committee by the Town Manager on direction of the Board 
of Selectmen were Stanley C. Armstrong, Paul A. Christo, Mary-Jo Avellar, 
Francis J. Santos, and Edmund J. Roque. At its first meeting, the Committee 
selected Stanley C. Armstrong as its chairman, Paul A. Christo as 
vice-chairman, and Mary-Jo Avellar as corresponding secretary. All meetings 
of the By-Law Revision Committee are open to the public and are posted in 
Town Hall and advertised in the local newspaper. 

The Committee is endeavoring to revise the present by-laws in an effort to be 
consistent with the Town Charter and to hear proposals for new by-laws for 
presentation at Town Meeting. The Committee is presently undertaking the 
task of accumulating the documents of all past by-laws, rules and ions 
dating back as far as 1954 to insure that all by-laws will be brought up to date 
for submission to the townspeople. 

To this end, the Committee anticipates several meetings and a hearing 
during the next year in an effort to present its up-to-date report and motions 
before Town Meeting in 1976. 

The Committee welcomes the support of the various departments as well as 
the townspeople to bring about an effective body of law and essential procedures 
of town government. As stated in the Summary of the Town Charter, ‘‘faulty 
government machinery is responsible for more municipal ills than most people 
suspect. Other things being equal, the better the by-laws, the better the 
government.”

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REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


In 1974 the Assistant and I impounded 123 dogs which brought in $615 to 
the Town Treasury. We caught many more which were turned over to the 
Animal Rescue League in Brewster. This cost the Town $231. 

There are over 500 dogs licensed at the Town Clerk’s office. 

The dog year ends March 31, 1975. Every dog over three months must be 
licensed in April 1975. 

Ten people were bitten during the year. The dogs were impounded for two 
weeks. Six dogs were run over and there are ten dogs missing. 

I haven’t had much cooperation from the townspeople in restraining their 
dogs. They are worse than the tourists. They want a clean Town, but their dogs 
certainly make the Town look like a dump. 

If I had cooperation from the Courts, I would guarantee that unrestrained 
dog problems would be solved.

It shall have tin its course as 
many curves and meanderings as possible to insure the road as a 
slow, safe way and in general, to conform to the conditions for 
the protection and beautification of the environment. 


Speaking on the motion, Mrs. DelDeo stated that she had been 


assured by the State Aid office that state aid was available for 
financing the road in the following proportion: 75% from the 
State. 


Mr. Santos questioned the legality of the article. Town Counsel 
stated that the article is not illegal. 


Mr. White spoke in favor, adding that a 24-foot minimum width is 
required by the State. 


Mr. Cummings replied to a question that the Town would not be 
funding Articles 36 and 37.

Mr. John Snow, Moderator, called the fall session to order -at 7:35 
P.M., Tuesday, October 8, 1974, a quorum having been established.

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measured from the presently existing boundaries of any 
affected property.

There shall be a set-back from the rear line of any ac- 
crued land of fifty (50) feet or the mean average thereof, 
but in the event that the accrual is less than fifty (50) 
feet then so much of the accrual as may exist shall be 
required as the rear line set-back, which shall be in addi- 
tion to the rear line set-back theretofore existing. 


Density of Use: 

After allowing for the set-back as provided in Paragraph 
S-A, the use of the remaining accrued land shall be limi- 
ted to 25 per cent of the total measurement of accrual, 
but the use of rear lands presently unused because of 
present rear line set-backs may be added to such 25 per 
cent area. 


Constitutionality: 

If any provision herein shall be held to be unconstitu- 
tional, such action shall not be deemed to affect the 
remaining provisions of this enactment.

Any appeals from decisions or actions made hereunder 
shall be prosecuted in the manner prescribed by law be- 
fore the Board of Appeals.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


As Chairman of the Provincetown School Committee, I submit the 
following annual report: 


There is no need to tell any of the citizens of Provincetown that 
this country’s economy is in a critical state. You are all aware that 
inflation is the order of the day, and that the cost of living is 
astronomical to say the least. We on the School Committee have 
tried to hold the line on the spending of your tax dollars, and to 
present to you the smallest budget figures possible; however, the 
operation of your schools has been affected by todays spiraling costs 
just as you have. 

The dilemma the School Committee is confronted with is, that while 
some budget cuts can be made, various state mandates must be 
observed. These mandates, of course, mean more expenditures. Such 
programs as those prescribed under Chapter 766 legislation do cost 
money. It is true that these expenses are supposed to be reimbursed, 
but often reimbursements are either very slow coming back to Proy- 
incetown or non-existent. We must also remember that money must 
first be appropriated and expended, thus affecting the tax rate, 
before any reimbursement can be applied for. 

Provincetown Schools must be kept on a level with all other schools 
on the Cape. This means expanding the curriculum to prepare our 
students who wish to continue their educations after high school, as 
well as those who choose to enter today’s labor market upon gradua- 
tion. We must offer a first-rate education to Provincetown’s children. 
This costs money. Utilities, paper, expendable supplies, books, 
educational equipment, teacher’s salaries and repairs to our buildings 
all cost monny. Unfortunately every year it costs more money. 
When will it stop? Where will it stop? What is the answer? 

Currently there are a few bills which will be introduced into the 
Massachusetts Legislature this year which, if passed, would bring 
some relief to the taxpayer. These bills, through various plans, try 
to move the burden of financing a community’s schools from the 
property tax to other sources. While the Provincetown School Com- 
mittee favors no particular bill, we do strongly feel that some other 
form of school financing to superior to the current method. We urge 
you to write your congressman concerning this important issue. 

At this time I would like to thank the other members of the 
Provincetown School Committee — Hilary Bamford, Lucinda Browne, 
Dolores DeSousa, and Joan Russell, for their hard work and dedi- 
cation to improving the quality of education in Provincetown.

STATE! OF THE UNION 


Provincetown-Truro School Union 14 has been in existence for 
many years, at least since such unions were mandated by State Law 
in 1902; however, the condition of the union appears precarious at 
present for two specific reasons. 


First of these reasons is the presently existing tuition problem 
between Truro and Provincetown relating to the tuition cost to Truro 
per pupil for going to Provincetown Schools. The second reason 
is the existing bill in the State Legislature which would do awav with 
superintendency unions effective in 1978. 


This last appear to favor a move toward regionalization. This 
proposal on which the two towns have been working for several years 
also appears to be in a precarious condition. 


At present, the Union of Provincetown and Truro appears to be 
staggering and on the verge of going under. The tuition problem 
is on the local level but there also exists that on the State level. 


A questionnaire form has been sent out by the School Departments 
of both towns relative to the status of the situation. The first line 
tells the story — ‘‘A lot of hard work lies ahead in solving the school 
problems facing both Provincetown an Truro.’’ The Departments 
request this questionnaire be sent back to the various schools to give 
some idea as to the preference of the general public. 


Matters up for study and reply from the residents include that on 
revionalization between Provincetown and Truro, regionalization with 
Nauset, or no regionalization at this time. Another matter covered 
by the questionnaire and for use of Truro residents only is relative 
to the grade system and building program preferred. The third 
section deals with the person completing the questionnaire. The final 
section is for comments. ) 


The questionnaire is being sent out by the Provincetown-Truro 
Regional School Study Board in the hope of reaching all residents of 
the two towns for immediate response. 


There are some attempts by other unions throughout the Common- 
wealth to suggest the public notify their State Legislators whether 
or not they favor a bill that would do away with unions. The fate 
of the union depends on this legislative bill and on the feelings of 
the public.

Five years have passed since our evaluation by the New England 
Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges. Many of their 
recommendations have been implemented; however, we are still no 
closer to meeting our permanent space and curriculum needs than we 
were five years ago. The high school and middle school are still 
forced to utilize the same facilities which hinder both scheduling and 
curriculum. The middle school students are still “‘second rate’’ citizens 
when it comes to sharing facilities which limit the progress that 
would enrich their education and stimulate greater interest in school 
and school-related activities. 


I quote from my Town Report of 1970: “To meet the varied 
needs of all our students so they may become better prepared, and 
meet the varied demands of present day life presents a constant 
problem of time, space and certainly one of finance. Despite rising 
costs, we cannot afford to let the education of our vouuh fall behind 
if they are to face life’s challenges with equal preparation of the 
vouth of other communities. 


Yet, here we are five years later no closer to permanently meeting 
these pressing needs than before. The elementary school is still in a 
leased facility, plans for regionalization defeated, much time being 
spent on collective bargaining, on budget, tuition and politics, when 
all these efforts by so many people could, and should, be redirected 
to long-range planning to meet the needs of our youth to make our 
school system better with each passing year. 


My five-year report to the New England Association of Secondary 
Schools and Colleges is due this June, and I feel. we could possibly 
lose our accreditation. If this does occur, many of our young men 
and women who wish to go on to higher education may not be admitted 
to the schools or colleges of their choice simply because of the failure 
of our communities to realistically look at their educational facilities 
and realize that by way of both facility and curriculum we are not 
making the progress we should. We are attempting to do the best 
we can within the limits of time and space, but I doubt if. we can 
continue much longer in the present facility. 


In attempting to look at the more positive aspects of our educational 
system, certainly there are many advantages. We do not face the 
problems of the inner city schools, and we are small so our students 
as individuals are not losing their identities. I feel the staff overall 
is excellent, and with the abundance of teachers available any replace- 
ments should be of a high caliber. In short, we are doing the best 
we can under the conditions that prevail; however, we are facing vast 
expenses to keep the present high school plant in operation. If we 
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were a regional district, the present building could be refurbished with 
sixty percent paid by the Commonwealth. 


The following brief department reports will give you some insight 
into what is taking place. If you as a citizen would like a more 
indepth department report, an appointment may be made with the 
department head. 


VETERANS MEMORIAL SCHOOL 
LOUIS RIZZO, PRINCIPAL 


The Veterans Memorial Middle Schools has initiated programs 
that increasingly meet the needs of our students. The reason being 
a dedicated staff, who have spent long hours devising alternate ap- 
proaches to learning. We have made a start but the road ahead 
requires patience and understanding if each child is to be given the 
best opportunity that education should provide. 

A new report card has been devised which we hope is a more 
equitable fashion of informing parents as to the strengths and efforts 
of students and any areas which need reinforcement. 


This year the middle school has a resource room where students 
come for remedial help from a learning disabilities teacher. The 
Resource Room was started in September as a part-time operation, 
but it soon became evident that to give the students the re-inforcement 
and remediation needed the room would have to be run on a full-time 
basis. At present there are thirty students who are getting help from 
one to five times weekly. The students are of average or better 
intelligence but because of some impairment in their learning process 
they are functioning two years or more below grade level in one or 
more subjects. The Resource Teacher works to develop their skills _ 
to help them reach their full potential. The methods used include: 
remedial techniques to strengthen weak areas; adapting the standard 
curriculum to their level and learning style; planning for the special 
needs of these students with the classroom teacher, and, when feasible, 
working directly in the classroom with these students. 


Special materials to use with these students are gradually being 
acquired. The materials can be used in the classroom as well as in 
the Resource Room. Future plans include setting up learning centers 
within the room so several students can work at different assignments 
at the same time. The Resource Room plays an important role in 
carrying out the intent of Massachusetts’ new law, Chapter 766 — 
to help special needs children overcome their problems. 
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I have appreciated the warmth afforded be by the Provincetown 
community during my tenure as Middle School principal. 


Finally, I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Prov- 
incetown School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools and the 
entire staff of the Veterans Memorial Middle School for their 
constructive input and dedication. 


PROVINCETOWN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
JACQUELYN HOLT PARK, PRINCIPAL 


I am pleased to present my second annual report to the Province- 
town community. 


The good things stressed as objectives in last year’s report were 
carried out and the evidence of such bore fruit in this year’s 
beginnings. 


a. The curriculum established was continued in such areas as math,, 
reading, social studies, science, and language arts. Meeting were 
held with 5th grade teachers to continue the articulation we had 
desired. Individual children were discussed and viewpoints shared. 
We continue to sustain creative dialogue with the middle school 
teachers. 


b. The disciplined structure established last year continues. Fruits 
of this were visibly seen at the opening of school. The first day 
was smooth and well-organized, and the school continues to operate 
within that framework. 


c. We trust that the community has faith in our goals and in our 
results. Morale within staff is good. Aides and teachers work 
together in a humane, creative, and professional manner. 


Specific goals accomplished : 
1. Furtherance of the aforementioned objectives. 


2. Continued grouping of our children in grades 2, 3, & 4 as 
regards math and reading. By use of the Aides we have been able 
to work efficiently towards our goal of individualization. Children 
are seen for approximately an hour each in both subject areas. Small 
groups are possible, as well as 1 to 1 instruction. The goal of 
bringing the child to the level where he belongs is well within a 
realistic range. We try to take the child as far as he can go, and we 
are seeing results. We believe this scheduling has been successful 
and works towards the best interests of each indivdual student. 
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3. For the first time in years we completed a lengthy curriculum 
guide in the areas of math, reading, social studies, science and 
language arts. Additionally, art and music and physical education. 
This Guide was bound in « detailed folder and copies were presented 
to each staff member and the 5th grade teachers. Such will be 
helpful should any new teacher enter the system. The guide was 
accomplished by teachers working together towards curriculum and 
behavioral objectives within the year, and acts as a cohesive element 
in terms of stabilizing individual teacher approaches with viable 
and cohesive goals. 


4. The Parent Advisory Committee continues to meet on essentially 
a monthly basis. As last year, viewpoints and concerns are shared 
and discussed. 


5. Monthly assemblies are still presented with each grade lev-! 
participating. Additionally, we have been showing movies approxi- 
mately every other Friday and also inviting in local persolalities to 
address the students and present skits. 


6. The Yarmouth Guild Players have continued to perform on all 
grade levels. 


7. School screening of our speech therapist continues to be in 
evidence. The idea prevalent not only here but in the overview of 
the entire school is early identification of children with special needs. 
The Kindergarten screening will be in-depth and will seek to identify 
all incoming children insofar as their strengths and weaknesses are 
‘concerned. Where special abilities exist in these young people. we 
seek to creatively expand these talents. 


8. In the offing is a humanities interdisciplinary workshop con- 
ducted by a poet in residence and sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Council of Arts as approved by the elementary school and the School 
Committee. Such a workshop involves children and teachers and 
relies upon the precepts of poetry and movement and the creative 
development of the mind within the confines of the classroom. 
Children will write poems, record their verse, and bind these in a book. 


9. The Fair was a tremendous success last year. We raised almost 
$500, and this effect is especially recognizable of the tremendous 
effort of the children and staff. Parents were incredibly supportive. 
We plan to engage in another such enterprize this year at school’s 
closing. I cannot stress enough how successful this day was. Not 
only did everyone have a wonderful time; the children also learned 
the value of organized creativity, self-responsibility, and management. 
We hope we have established a precedent for future years. 
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10. Our testing program has provided further consistency. Results 
have been shared with parents grades K through 4 and both pre and 
post assessment of individual children were exercised. Generally 
speaking, the reading and math has shown upward mobility. Our 
new reading teacher works well and consistently with those children 
having specific difficulties. We think we are on the right track 
toward remediation 


11. Our summer school program was hghly successful. The ratio 
boiled down to a 1:8 and good progress of those children worked 
with individually was well in evidence this year. We hope to have a 
similar program this year — the goal being to bring all children at 
lease up to his respective grade level. 


12. The formation of a resource room with a special resource 
teacher working in conjunction with our reading specialist and 
speech therapist. These specialists work individually and in small 
groups with children identified by their respective teachers as having 
special needs. The latest and most modern educational services, 
methods, and equipment now ordered are in active use. 


I should again like to take this opportunity to thank Mr. Malchman, 
Mr. Wayne Perry, Mrs. Hilary Bamford, Mrs. Joan Russell, Mrs. 
Lucinda Brown, and Mrs. Delores DeSousa for their cooperative 
understanding towards our goals for this year as well as my illness 
during the course of the year. I believe the school is in excellent 
order and shape and that the prime objectives established last year 
have been more deeply realized this year. The creative and 
flexible approach to the implementation of self-responsibility among 
our young is still a primary objective. To this end we remain 
committed. 


SPECIAL NEEDS PROGRAM 
JOHN DONOVAN 


The type of program used is that of an Integrated Resource Room 
concept functioning around the resource room and the resource 
teacher. Special Needs Children, whether learning disabled, emo- 
tionally disabled or otherwise handicapped, come to the center for 
specified periods each day to receive tutoring and special help. In 
addition, there are regular classroom students reversely integrated 
into the program as tutor-helpers who work with individuals at the 
center. 


The role of the special educator has been broadened to aid in the 
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facilitation of the normalization and integrative programs specified 
in Chapter 766. Thus the resource person functions in the role not 
only for special needs students as teacher, tutor and counselor, but 
also as a resource person available and responsible for helping regular 
classroom teachers to help with the special needs child in the context 
of the regular class in order to develop a success pattern for both 
teacher and student. In addition, the resource person functions as a 
coordinator of Community services to aid in the establishment of a 
complete program for each child. 


“At present, the enrollment in the Special Needs program has 
expanded from ten students last year to twenty students now. In order 
to provide the necessary programs for these additional students 
there are two new members of the high school Chapter 766. They 
are Melanie Cobb, a learning disabilities specialist working in the 
capacity of a tutor and Brian Sullivan who works as an aide in the 
resource room. In addition, there are also several] regular class stu- 
dents who are functioning. as tutor-helpers during their free time 
both in the resource center and in certain regular classrooms This 
program has proved most successful from both a social as well as 
an educational level. 


Of the twenty students in the program, all spend between fifty and 
one hundred percent of their school time outside of the resource room 
in regular classes. Check-off lists are used so that constant communi- 
cation can be kept between the regular classroom teacher and the 
resource teacher, 


2 urther, a modified work-study program has been initiated this 
year involving five special needs students. In conjunction with the 
Government funded Educational Training Act, these students are 
paid two dollars per hour and work ten hours a week. One student 
is participating in a ‘four in, one out” program, wherein he spends 
four days each week in school and one day working in a voluntary 
job situation. 


Finally, another new aspect of the Special Needs program is a 
tie-in with the Outward Bound Program at Hurricane Island in 
Maine. This experimental education program applies the basic 
philosophy that through difficult outdoor activities a boy or girl 
will develop a better self-awareness and understanding of himself 
and others. One boy participated in the program last year in Maine 
and several more are scheduled to attend this year. 
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GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 
ANITA R. BERMAN 


The Guidance program at Provincetown High School continues to 
emphasize the importance of the individual student and his ability to 
function in the school environment. Every student’s program is 
tailored to his goals, needs and performance level. Through individ- 
ual conferences with students, parents and teachers, with the aid of 
objective test results a student’s educational program is developed. 
Our students are provided with information concerning careers, higher 
education and technical training through the resources of the Guidance 
Library, visiting speakers, field trips and career programs. 


The counseling of students concerning any of their education or 
personal problems is the core of the guidance program. Although 
an individual conference with every student is held at least once a 
year, an “open door’ policy exists in the guidance office, so that 
any student can see me concerning any immediate problem, on any 
given day. 


MATHEMATICS DEPARTMENT 
EDWARD J. DAHILL 


The widespread use of computers and electronic calculators was 
anticipated and provided for by our well-equipped Mathematics 
Laboratory. A significant number of students have their own 
calculators which vary markedly in sophistication. Even the simplest 
of these machines can do remarkable things when its operator knows 
Algebra. 


During the present school year, special emphasis has been placed 
on teaching students with longstanding mathematical deficiencies to 
utilize this electronic equipment in overcoming these shortcomings. 
Successful completion of this course coupled with a $25.00 calculator 
as a graduation present is guaranteed to produce a generation of 
mathematical wizards. 
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SOCIAL STUDIES DEPARTMENT 
JAMES BRIZZI 


The Social Studies Department reports a successful year for 1974, 
Consisting of a regular staff of two teachers and enlisting the help 
of two other teachers on a part-time basis, the department offered 
ten elective courses and one required course at three different 
levels. Total enrollment in these courses was 220 of the school 
population of 279. 


During the past year, current events centering around national and 
international developments have been stressed. Student skills in oral 
expression and logical understanding have been stressed in the Social 
Studies courses. Courses such as Dramatics and Retailing have been 
offered to broaden the scope of the department. Discussion, student 
participation and student opinions have been encouraged by staff 
members to make students more a part of the world and its problems. 


FOREIGN LANGUAGE DEPARTMENT 
KSENIJA O. POWERS 


The Foreign Language Department offers three years of instruction 
in French and Spanish in regularly scheduled classes. The fourth 
year is available to students as Independent Study (this year we 
have, for the first time, a regular class in fourth year F rench). 


French and Spanish are taught by a modified aural-oral method, 
with emphasis on reading and literature in the third and fourth year. 
The deparment continues to develop its collection of audio-visual 
aids, and to strengthen library resources. This year we purchased 
sets of slides of the works of major French artists, of periods of 
architecture, and of the life and times of major writers, all accompan- 
ied by taped commentary. In November French students travelled 
to Boston to attend a production of Saint Exupery’s “Le Petit Prince” 
and to see a film on the Louvre Museum. 
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ENGLISH DEPARTMENT 
PHEBE S. ROGERS 


Always cognizant that the English department must prepare its 
students for tomorrow’s world, the department has continued its 
primary objective of providing the basic skills needed for communi= 
cation on the three levels of English that are designed to meet the 
abilities of -its students. There are those who say, often eloquently, 
that we ought not to overly burden our students with such TRIVIAL 
matters such as spelling, punctuation, usage and grammar. As chair- 
man of the department, I disagree sharply. Anyone who feels 
whether a student can or cannot produce standard English is a trivial 
matter — that he need not expect to be judged by his ability to do 
so — tells him a lie. These are strong words, but I very strongly 
believe that we must equip ALL of our young people with what is, 
in the real world, a basic marketplace skill. 


As in the past, the department enriches the basic program by 
providing mini-course electives, dramatic presentations by the Guild 
Players of Yarmouth, Massachusetts, full length worthwhile films, 
and field trips whenever possible or appropriate. Casettes, records, 
and sound film strips have been added to our every growing audio- 
visual aids program. The student chosen paperback classroom library 
has increased substantially and is popular with the students. ‘‘Pot- 
pourri,’ our literary magazine, sponsored by the Class of 1975, made 
its debut in the spring, and hopefully, its publication will be con- 
tinued each year. 


The Iowa test scores and the College Entrance Examination Board 
scores place our students above the national level in the verbal area, 
and our graduates continue to do well in business schools and colleges. 


Reading is a vital tool for survival and ought to be recognized 
as such. So, once again, I must stress the need and the urgency for 
a remedial and|or developmental reading teacher to help those students 
who want a good education but who are being left by the wayside 
because of their reading difficulties. Let us, at least, try to help 
them and give them, in the words of a recent télevision commercial, 
“the RIGHT to read.” 


It has been a good year, for progress has been shown, but progress 
will not end in 1974. It will be a continual process, for the depart- 
ment recognizes the needs of its students and will never cease 
endeavoring to meet these needs.

SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 
RUSSELL G. PRATT 


I hereby submit my fifth report to the Town of Provincetown as 
head. of the science department: 


As was the case last year, the science department is comprised of 
three teachers, Eric Beck, Robert Studley, and Russell Pratt. Courses 
in science are offered, throughout all four years of high school. 
Although students may elect science courses rather freely over their 
four years of high school, freshmen usually choose General Science, 
Earth Science, or Physical Science II, sophomores often select Biology, 
juniors may take Chemistry or Practical Physical Science, and seniors 
may elect Physics as major, five-credit courses. In addition, three 
half-year electives, Human Physiology, Marine Biology, and Ecology 
are offered to students who fulfill prerequisites for these courses. 
Each student must select two major science courses. to satisfy the 
requirements for graduation, but all students are encouraged to 
elect as many offerings as their ambitions and talents allow. 


Lab work is stressed in most of the science courses and it is the 
‘continual policy of the science department to provide the best labora- 
tory situation for the students that space, scheduling, and available 
monies can allow. Curriculum within the department is fairly mod- 
ern at present but will undergo extensive revaluation and probable 
change this year, especially in the areas of biology and general 
science. In fact, curriculum development and improved continuity 
between courses within the department will be major goals for the 
remainder of the present shool year. 


MUSIC DEPARTMENT 
ELIZABETH KELLY 


The Music Department has a new instrumental teacher for Grades 
3 through 12, and a new Elementary-Middle School Vocal teacher 
in the system. The interest toward instrumental music has increased, 
especially in the Middle School grades. 


This year the Music Department was assigned a music room in the 
newer wing of the High School, and it is much appreciated. The 
high school chorus has twenty-four members — twelve boys and 
twelve girls. This percentage of boys is the highest on the Cape, 
and we are very proud of it. The chorus is planning a Spring 
Musical in April. Hope to see you all there!

BUSINESS EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 
KATHLEEN J. MEDEIROS 


The state of the economy, inflation, and unemployment may be 
the topics of the days news, but in Rooms 10 and 11 of Provincetown 
High School we strive to save on our supplies and equipment. By 
using all materials diligently and keeping all equipment in top condi- 
tion, we endeavor to keep the high cost of repair services down to a 
minimum. However, we do not curtail on the dispensing of know- 
ledge. Students are here to learn the basics of Bookkeeping, Short- 
hand, and Typewriting. With this in mind, we set our objectives 
in the hope that the pupils will be able to assume a full-time job in 
the business world upon graduation; or that they will have an ade- © 
quate preparation for furthering their business careers in a business 
college. 


Several of our students entered the business world upon graduation 
as a result of our work-study program instituted three years ago. 
Second, several of our students have reported that their college texts 
are the same as those used in our classroom. 


If we can continue to provide this knowledge to career or college- 
bound students by using the latest techniques, calculators, computers, 
etc., then we will be furthering our objectives. There is one important 
factor to be considered — the pupil. The pupil must desire this 
knowledge, and he must be encouraged to seek it. The attitude of 
taking the easiest courses, or “‘as much as I need to graduate’ will 
not produce the end results of our Business Education Department. 
These students will find upon graduation that they are unskilled for 
industry and will soon become another statistic on the unemployment 
lists. 


In view of 1975’s forecasts, we hope to see an increase in the 
enrollment of the Commercial Department. 
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_ LIBRARY 
SALLIE B. ANDRADE 


This marks my first year as librarian in Provincetown High 
School. Mrs. Andrews will be surely missed and should be given 
full appreciation for building an outstanding library collection. 


Many physical changes have been made in the library with the 
addition of a new circulation desk, file cabinets, bulletin board and a 
revolving paperback rack. A total of 465 new titles have been added 
to the library collection and 52 magazines are received for student 
and faculty use. Because of the distressing lack of space, microfilm 
of back issues is highly recommended. Fourteen new cassettes and 8 
filmstrips have been added to our collection. The N ew Encyclopedia 
Britannica was also added. A Microfiche reader and microfiche 
has been added for research and will be available at the Veterans 
Memorial School. 


During the past year, Mrs. Wisniewski (representing the Middle 
School) and I attended a meeting of school librarians in Boston at 
the Bureau of Library Extension, which enabled us to borrow over 
100 books from the state collection. 


Three Library Science classes are taught to seventh grade students 
once a week and I am a candidate for a Master Degree in School 
Librarianship at Bridgewater State College. 


I believe that we have a sound collection of references and regular 
hardback titles and have been stressing a build-up in our paperback 
books as modern students utilize these to a great extent. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
KEITH ARNOLD 


The physical education curriculum today is stressing participation. 
Students are encouraged to participate in all activities and to share in 
the enjoyment of these with others. The lower grades are team 
oriented with knowledge and rules of the team sport being stressed. 
The upper grades participate in both team activities as well as lifetime 
sports (sports that can be carried on at an adult level). 


Hopefully in the near future we will be able to add a trampoline 
to our gymnastic curriculum, thus making many of the students become 
more aware of the capabilities and functions of their bodies. 
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INDUSTRIAL ARTS DEPARTMENT 
SCOTT DEERING 


Programs in the Industrial Arts area remain unchanged in their 
offerings this year as the department stabilizes. This is the second 
year of a full department complement staffwise, and we are ironing 
out the kinks left by changeover of personnel. 


We are broadening our offerings in the junior high programs, 
encompassing areas which we have not yet tried, such as graphics 
and plastics. The junior high program is handled by Matt Abbott 
and Eric Beck. 


The juniors taking Industrial Arts this year are taking metalwork~ | 
ing rather than power mechanics, in an effort to rearrange program- 
ing for better consistency in the program as a whole. 


As before, staff assignments remain essentially the same, and we 
are looking forward to a promising year. 


HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 
WENDY BELLENOIT 


The Home Economics Department offers classes for seventh and 
eighth grade students, as well as a class in basic food preparation 
for senior high students. The topics explored by the young men and 
women in the middle grade classes are environmental arts, basic 
nutrition, food preparation, child care, basic design, and clothing, 
textiles and fashions. 


Plans are now necessary for the expansion of the Home Economics. 
Department to include senior high level courses in interior design, 
child care services, home management, and consumer education, as 
well as in the basics of nutrition, foods and clothing construction. 


The growth and success of this department will be possible only 
through the combined efforts of everyone in the community. 
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ART DEPARTMENT 
FREDERICK W. SHAW, JR. 


As time and situations are constantly changing in education, so are 
there changes coming about in the art department. We are outgrow- 
ing our present facilities. With the addition of seventh and eighth 
grade students from the middle school, our present facilities and 
equipment are at maximum use. Storage space and working surfaces 
are getting 100 percent use. The present facilities are also used by 
the Adult Education Program for ceramics. The present room has 
been divided into two separate areas. One section for drawing and 
craft work and the other set up with potters wheels, workbenches 
and kilns for ceramics. 


I feel that in the very near future additional space is going to have 
to be found in order to provide a fully enriched program in both 
art and ceramics. 


In the current program we try to provide areas of study that 
will be of interest to all the students. As much individual attention 
as possible is given to each student and time alloted each term for 
‘pursuing individual interests. A balance between art and craft 
projects is maintained. Listed here is a few of the areas covered 
during the year.

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ATHLETIC DEPARTMENT 
PAUL SEELEY 


The basic reasons for having on athletc priogram on the extra- 
curricular level are participation by as many students as possible, 
development of a competitive spirit, knowledge of fundamental rules 
of the game and the development of a sense of fair play. With the 
above reasons in mind, I would judge the varsity athletic programs at 
Provincetown High School for the year 1974 and the beginning of 
1975 to be very successful. During the spring we had approximately 
89 boys and girls participating in softball, baseball, track and 
sailing. Again, in the fall, 80 boys and girls were involved in field 
hockey, football, sailing, and cheerleading. In a“dition to our 
established programs, we instituted intramural tennis in which 30 
boys and girls competed. Our winter program has 105 boys and 
girls participating in cheerleading, basbetball and ice hockey. We 
plan to schedule tennis matches with other schools during the spring. 


Even though our varsity athletics are successful, there is room for 
even more success and expansion. However, we must develop better 
feeder systems with our younger students. We need bettter junior 
varsity programs in all sports, and we need a better intramural 
program in the junior high school. The major stumbline block 
preventing the implementation of such improvements is lack of 
facilities. It is almost impossible to conduct three levels of provrams 
on only one field and in only one gymnasium. 


TITLE I 
CATHERINE SKOWRAN — CHERYL BOLLAS 


Title I is a federally funded pre-school program now under the 
administration of the Provincetown School Committee. The program 
is designed to provide a good early childhood experience which can 
serve the multiple needs of pre-school children including areas of 
socialization, large and small motor skills, special needs, language 
development and creativity devleopment. As the whole town is 
classified as a low income area the children are drawn from the entire 
community of 3-5 year olds. The program currently provides a 
well-rounded pre-school experience for 20 children under the direction 
of two teachers and the Parents Advisory Council whose members 
serve as aides in the classroom. 
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CHAPTER 766 
ALBERTA SILLS, ADMINISTRATOR 


GOALS 


In the Fall of 1974, Ms. Alberta Sills was named as Administrator 
of Chapter 766. The below is a synopsis of this law and its impact 
on our school. 


Chapter 766 is a State law requiring local school systems to educate 
all children with special needs, went into effect last September 1. 
On September 20, I was appointed Administrator of this landmark 
legislation for the Provincetown school district. This is a report of the 
accomplishments of the first three months of this program and an 
outline of plans to implement this Law which will! affect at least 
one-fourth of our school children. 


Comprehensive summary of the Law was submitted, by Superinten- 
dent Malchman, to the 1973 Annual Report. To briefly review, 
Chapter 766 mandates that any child, between the ages of 3 and 21. 
who is unable to progress in the regular school program because of a 
variety of physical, emotional, intellectual or social reasons, is eligible 
for special education services. Designed to remedy past inequities, 
the main thrust of the Law is to integrate each child back into the 
regular classroom whenever possible and at the same time to provide 
individual, prescribed education to meet his specific needs. Primarily, 
the Law aims to remove stigmas by no longer classifying children as 
“retarded” or “emotionally disturbed” or other categories which might 
label a child long after he overcomes a handicap. By making the 
school committees accountable to the people whom they serve, the Law 
aims to abolish discrimination in services. Before 766, some 60,000 
children with special needs were out of school and thousands of 
others were dreadfully neglected by the State. 


Another major feature is the inclusion of parents in the program 
by granting them unprecedented civil rights through due process of 
law. Finally, viewing the development of the child as the concern of 
many specialists in our society, rather than of the educator alone, the 
Law includes specialists from all areas of the mental health and social 
service fields who participate in the educational planning and evalua- 
tional planning and evaluation of the special needs child. 


This professional team of experts, the Core Evaluation Team 
(CET), includes a basic core composed of an educator, a school 
nurse, guidance counselor or social worker, a physician and a psycholo- 
gist, as well as numerous experts such as a speech therapist, psychia- 
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trist and others that the case deems necessary. This team determines 
each child’s special needs and recommends suitable individual 
programming. 


In addition, the State requires the School Committee to identify 
out-of-school children with potential special needs in the community 
by means of several surveys, including an annual door-to-door census 
of all 3 to 21 year old residents, an annual Kindergarten screening 
and a survey of three and four year old preschoolers. 


This is a big order for any local school system to fill. It is only 
by keeping the idealistic intent of the Law clearly in mind that the 
Special Services Department has been able to wade through the mass 
of complexities, the reams of paper work, and the constant ambiguities 
of interpretation that go along with the initial phases of this enormous 
effort to achieve the following objectives. 


PROGRESS REPORT 


Statistics, while lifeless, do represent a measurable account of our 
program to date. In the past three months some 40 core evaluations 
have been initiated in our three schools and ongoing programs 
for some additional 70 special needs pupils have been carried on. 
Several more CET’s were completed jointly with other institutions 
and agencies in our area, the Wellfleet Headstart Program and others. 
As a result of the evaluations, services, including speech therapy, 
individual tutoring, psychiatric counseling, casework for troubled 
families, physical therapy and special educational programs have 
been provided for each child evaluated. 


Our Special Services staff, previously loosely knit, has become a 
more cohesive team including seven full-time and five part-time staff 
members, in addition to the Administrator and a full-time Assistant. 
These specialists —- guidance counselors, resource room teachers, the 
school nurse and speech pathologist —- already working to full capa- 
city, have assumed extra workloads as Chapter 777 team members. 
The 60 classroom teachers, as the most crucial people who identify 
special needs children, are giving considerable portions of their time 
to participate in cores and attend workshops and special conferences. 
In addition to the basic CET in each school, we have contracted the 
services of two clinical psychologists and two social workers from the 
Lower Cape area and two local physicians to fill mandated positions 
on the cores. A typical complex core could be composed of some 
twelve members, including a probation officer, neurologist, orthopedic 


specialists, nurse, representative of the Department of Welfare, and 
others. 
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Children receiving services outside of the school plant currently 
include six at day schools, one at a residential school for the blind and 
one at a special preschool. It is anticpated that some twelve special 
needs students will attend the new Cape Cod Regional Technical High 
‘School in 1975. The School Committee must provide an evaluation 
for these children as well as funding for tuition and transportation. 


At this writing, our plans for completing the door-to- census, 
coordinated and carried out by parent volunteers under the supervision 
of the Superintendent, have been approved by the State and will 
begin mid-January. Ohr outlines for conducting our yearly Kin- 
dergarten entry and preschool screening have also been accepted and 
plans are underway for a team, including the guidance counselor, 
speech pathologist, nurse and social worker, to begin evaluating 
these youngsters this March. 


The Community Relations and Public Information programs have 
been a large part of our program in its initial stages. The State 
specifically mandates that each community conduct “ongoing com- 
munity information.’”” The local press and other media have been 
extremely cooperative in donating free public service space to Chapter 
766. In addition, a Community Advisory Committee is currently 
- being formed to assist the staff with various aspects of fiscal and 
professional planning. We are also drawing on the Town with its 
unique art community to provide resource people to direct programs 
in the arts, physical therapy and recreation in the form of field trips. 


New programs and positions have been a natural outgrowth of 
our individual evaluations. To meet the recommendations of the 
CET’s, we have appointed two aides, one teacher and several tutors 
to work with special needs children. 


PROBLEMS AND PROPOSED SOLUTIONS 


In listing some of the accomplishments of Chapter 766, I have 
stressed the great opportunity it presents; with every opportunity 
there are hazards. I would like to touch on some of the hazards and 
problem areas we are facing and offer some solutions. In listing 
the pitfalls, I should note that we are not unique and should be 
consoled that all other administrators, particularly my colleagues on 
the Lower Cape, are struggling with many of the kinks, inconsistencies, 
rigidities and other birth pangs of the first year of Chapter 766. 


The first issue is that of excessive paper work which threatens to 
inundate us and keep us from attaining our basic goals. At this 
writing, administrators throughout the State have made this and 


174 


other problems known to their legislators, and I am confident that 
the reams of forms (currently there are some 65 forms, two books 
of regulations of 200 pages each, and weekly advisories) are bound 
to become less unwieldy and more realistic in the near future. 


Of far greater concern to the School Committee and taxpayers is 
funding. While all public servants must be concerned with money 
in these times, the Chapter 766 Administrator is in a unique position. 
Although the State requires the Committee to carry out the recom- 
mendations of the CET ,its reimbursement policy has been equivocal. 
At first, 110 percent reimbursement was promised; at a more recent 
meeting we were given a new figure of 60 percent, based on a tax 
assessment formula for each town. Furthermore, while reinbursement 
for CET’s and follow-up services are written into the Law, no. 
provision is made for funding new personnel and programs. 


Although we are optimistic, we believe it would be sheer folly to 
rely on State funds alone. There are several other alternatives for 
staving off deficits and remaining solvent. First, we must insist 
that all other State agencies in the area participate in the program as 
they were originally intended to do. Chapter 766 is underwritten by 
four other agencies in addition to the Department of Education: The 
Department of Youth Services, Public Welfare, Public Health and 
Mental Health. At this writing, plans are under way for an 
agreement with the Department of Mental Health, specifically the 
Wellfleet satellite, to provide personnel for the CET’s and follow-up 
mental health services. This would alleviate our burden greatly as 
we would not have to rely on the private sector who, I’m sorry tn 
report, have become opportunist in raising their evaluation fees. 


In addition, a reshuffling and reorganization of our present per- 
sonnel to fill required positions should be explored. This includes a 
reassessment of each program, each child, and each assigned 
prolessional. In our proposed 1975 budgets we have recommended 
several changes, such as reorganization of staff which would allow 
us to hire a social worker for all three schools, thereby reducing CET 
costs considerably. 


In line with relieving our monetary pressures, we are investigating 
all Federal Grants at work in the 766 program, witth the encurage- 
ment of Title II experts. Currently there is considerable money in 
these programs, particularly in the area of occupational competency, 
for which we are highly eligible. We are now writing proposals for 
some long-range funding projects which could not only train pupils 
for careers, create employment, but, hopefully benefit the Town 4s 
well. This should be a major emphasis in 1975. 
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All in all, we are coming closer to our ideal, a school program 
which has the potential to change education as we know it today. 
Instead of limiting the classroom to a place of teaching the non- 
existent “normal” child, it could become a place where every child’s 
needs are met by a variety of programs. Instead of children being 
the concern of the educator alone, they will become the joint concerns 
of parents and school working closely together. And instead of 
being a place where children are lumped together in a shapeless mold, 
it would be a place where differences are not only accepted, but 
respected, and where each child, particularly the child who “hears a 
different drummer,” is treated as a special human being. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CAPE COD REGIONAL 
TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL DISTRICT 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The year 1974 in the annals of the Cape Cod Regional Technical 
High School will be remembered as the year in which a steel structure 
at the intersection of Route 6 and Route 124 became a brick building 
that all citizens in our eleven towns should be very proud of, because 
your participation as voters made it possible. As of this writing the 
building should be ready for partial occupancy during the month of 
February. 


Concurrently with the development of the building the School 
Committee, its sub-committees and the administrative staff, have been 
working and meeting in the Gilmore House on staffing, program | 
development, operational and financial policy development and studest 
enrollment. 


To us, the voter acceptance of a vocational school for Cape Cod 
was based on the premise that such a facility will have the capacity 
and expertise to give the knowledge and marketable skills of the 
faculty to those secondary students who have the desire and attributes 
of utilizing this knowledge and skill to become wage earners, have the 
foundation for advanced education, or to become craftsmen in their 
chosen skill. 


The capacity factor, so often underestimated in other vocational 
undertakings, was wisely established in the sizing of the facility by 
the Committee, two years ago and we do expect a student enrollment 
of 900 students in September, 1975. 


We are now deeply involved in the identification and selection of 
professional and non-professional staff upon whose shoulders will 
rest the responsibility of attainment of the voter’s objective. However 
well planned and constructed, the building and its modern equipment. 
is lifeless —— it will be this staff that will justify the investment made 
toward the primary goal of student training and accomplishment. 


We enter this crucial period with a firm outline of academic, 
vocational and administrative organization to be staffed progressively 
downward from the office of Superintendent-Director to assure the 
opportunity of selectivity in staffing by those who have the major 
responsibility for teaching effectiveness. 


Now we have under contract, Mr. Frank Goodwin, Vocational 
Coordinator, Mr. Christopher Borden, III, Academic Coordinator, 
Mr. Orren Bradstreet, Coordinator of Pupil Personnel Services, and 
Mr. Bernard Holmes, Area Occnpational Coordinator. 


Ue a 


Each of these men have the academic credentials, the experience, as 
well as state and national recognition for excellence in their fields. 
These men are reviewing the selecting for interview well over 1,300 
teaching applications from all over the country to identify and 
‘recommend the personnel that wil] ultimately complete our faculty. 
Men and women of excellent credentials and experience are applying 
— we should have a staff second to none. 


Time together will be required to mold these people into a cohesive, 
intra-supportive faculty for maximum student benefit. It is for this 
reason we have budgeted for staff and program development during 
the summer months of 1975, 


To promote an early and sincere recognition of the importance of 
effective education for the least tax dollar, we sought and found an 
experienced business manager to oversee all financial and non-profes- 
sional operations of our school. Mr. Harry Gravlin, with a Master’s 
Degree in Engineering, bring 30 years of large and small business 
management to our staff, who will, under the competent advice of our 
treasurer, Mr. Dean T. F leming, bring effective financial control. 


With this key personnel now functioning, the progressive appoint- 
ment of staff from high level applicants, the eminent completion of 
our facility and confidence in our program of education, we approach 
September, 1975, with enthusiasm and the determination that we wil] 
justify the faith of the voters expressed in 1971 to provide our young 
men and women the opoprtunity for exciting and career forming 
secondary education — it is the only reason for which we came 
together. 


Plans are now being developed to arrange meetings with groups 
of students, parents, civic organizations, and citizens to describe in 
detail the programs that will be offered in September, 1975. In the 
Spring we hope to be able to have conducted tours of the building. 


In conclusion we, the committee, wish to again take this opportunity 
ot thank you for your tremendous support during the year 1974, and 
we look forward to your continued support in the future. 


Our Superintendent-Director, Mr. Wilfred H. Learned, Jr., has 
his office in the house right on Route 124, the telephone number 
is 432-4500, and if you have any questions he would be glad to 
discuss them with you.
